SOME INQUIRIES ANSWERED. 
Eprror or Tak Farmers’ CoLuMN : 

Beune very fond of both horses and fowls, 
and having but little room for either, I have 
been obliged to partition off a small place 
for my hens in the same room in which I 
keep my horse. During the warm weather 
the hens became very lousy, anf: the entire 
barn is cazapletely swarming wich lice. Can 
it in any possible way injure the horse ? 
How can I destroy them ? The hens I have 
removed. Iwish to do the same with the 
lice. 

Answer—No doubt almost everybody will 
tell you that a stable for horses, or neat cattle 
of any kind, should never be joined to a 
pennery, on any consideration, as the vermin 
from the fowls will infest the apartments of 
the horses, cows, Or calves, and annoy the 
stock, to their injury. This is not sO, as 
parasites that are found on gallinaceous 
fowls never trouble horses or neat cattle. 
Each kind of animals, when infested with 
parasites, has vermin peculiar to them- 
pelves.

“ Byen fleas have little lice, : 
And these have ticks to bite ‘em; 
While these have other parasites; 
And 80 ad inginitum.” 
[f our correspondent will examine a para- 
site from a gallinaceous fowl, and another 
from a horse, and still another off a cow, 
he will perceive that they are no more alike 
than aswine andasheep. Still, the stable 
end hennery should have a thorough cleans- 
Ing. When we were on the farm, our hen- 
pery joined the horse-stables for years, and 
we never apprehended that the vermin from 
the fowls would trouble the horses any 
sooner tian they would the hair of our chil- 
dren 
To exterminate such hordes of living par- 
gaites, sweep the apartments thoroughly, 
from top to bottom ; then wash the ceiling, 
the waiuscoting, and floor with strong soap- 
gids. After this cleanse every part with 
strong lime-water, and apply a liberal coat 
of lime whitewash. Then provide a broad, 
shallow box, six or more feet square, sever- 
rods from the hennery which must be 
kept full of dry sand and ashes, in which 
thefowls may rollat any time. The ver- 
nin will all collect on the fowls at night, 
mdin the morning the birds will run di- 
retly to their rolling-place and fill their 
fathers with dirtand sand, which, when 
they shake themselves violently, will re- 
pove every parasite from among their 
fathers. The box of sand should be placed 
beneath some open shed, as fowls cannot 
wilin wet sand. Gallinaceous fowls often 
jfer exceedingly for want of a sand-bank 
roll in, for the purpose of ridding them- 
wlves of vermin, which prevent their thriv- 
i.
